THE CITY TAXES. 
The State of Illinois has a general law 


providing for the assessment and collection 


of taxes for State, county, town, and district 
purposes. Under this law are collected all 
the State taxes, and the local taxes in 102 
counties, 1,200 towns, agd many hundred 
districts. This law has been tested by tax- 
objectors in every form, and has in every in- 
stance been pronounced constitutional and 
effective. The law provides that any city 
may have its taxes collected under the same 
law without any cost or charge for assess- 
ment; that in such case the general officer of 
the county shall collect the same with the 
other taxes. Outside of the City of Chicago, 
there is no trouble or legal controversy in the 
collection of taxes. | 

The Government of the City of Chicago 
has, however, insisted upon maintaining an 
independent system for the collection of its 
own taxes. It has refused to have these 
taxes collected under the State law and the 
State machinery. The County Court a year 
ago decided that the law under which the 
city was attempting to collect taxes was un- 
constitutional, and thereupon refused to give 
judgment for taxes. The Supreme Court 
has unanimously affirmed this decision of the 
County Court, as every lawyer in the State 
not connected with the Law Department knew 
would be the case. The Law Department of 
Chicago proposed to bet four or five millions 
of dollars ef the peoples money that the 
Supreme Court would not dare to overrule 
the opinion of the Law Department, and have 
lost the bet. 

Last winter the L. D. obtained from the 
Legislature an amendment to the city tax 
law, and proposes on the 2d of July next to 
go into the County Court, and bet $5,000,000 
more of the public money that the Supreme 
Court will not dare to overrule the opinion of 
the L. D. that the amended law is the em- 
bodiment of legal wisdom and legal skill 
But, if the Law Department would stop 
here,—if it would be content with the loss of 
the taxes of 1873, and also of the taxes of 
1874, or at least the postponement of their 
payment,—the public might overlook the em- 
barrassing losses already sustained. But the 
Law Department now insiste that the Com- 
mon Council need not, in order to avoid the 
loss of the taxes of 1875, abandon its own 
defective tax system, and adopt the State law 
and State machinery. The Law Department 
proposes that the city shall go on with its 
contest with the Constitution, law, justice, 
common sense, and the Supreme Court, and 
that it shall bet the $6,000,000 of city 
revenue for 1875 that the 2 
of the City of Chicago” knows more law 
tham*the whole judiciary of Dlinois.

with the proposition now before it that the 
text-books shall be bought direct from the 
publishers and peddled out to the scholars at 
wholésale prices through the Principals of 
the schools. We have no doubt that the 
proposition is well-intended, but it can 
scarcely fail to be fruitful of subsequent jobs, 
petty steals, and serious obstructions. The 
objections to it are obvious. The Board al- 
ready exercises too much discretion in the 
choice and constant changeof text-books. It 
is notorious that publishers succeed in hav- 
ing their books introduced into the public 
schools throughout the country, not on their 


undertook the sale of all text-books, their 
power in this regard would be increased in 
many ways, and there would be more school- 
book lobbying thaneever. Presently only 
those books would be used and sold which 
would pay a commission on the sales. Aside 
from this, it is not well that the Principal of 
every school should occupy nis time with sell- 
ing books; he may be better employed in the 
legitimate duties of his position,—the proper 
disciplining of his subordinates and the 
scholars, the teaching of his classes, etc., 
ete. There is plenty of good work for Princi- 
pals of public schools without their becoming 
retail booksellers ‘and venders of lead 
and slate-pencila. If the Board of Educa- 
tion should undertake to supply text-books 
at wholesale prices, they would make no al- 
lowance for inevitable losses and occasional 
destruction of book’, and at the end of every 
year there would be a considerable de- 
ficiency. They would alse be unable to ac- 
commodate the children of poor parents, 
who frequently buy their books at the neigh- 
borhood-stores by paying for them in weekly 
installments out of their weekly wages ; or, 
if the books were sold in this way as de- 
manded, there would be additional losses. 
A full line and stock of books would have to 
be kept at every school, or the advantage 
claimed for the proposed system would be 
lost, — that of securing the needed book on the 
spot. To do this would require a large invest- 
ment, and incidental losses would come from 
accident and wear and tear. Since, as 
we learn from those who know, the retailer’s 
profit on school-books does not exceed 20 per 
cent, and the whole traffic is not more than 
$50,000 a year, the proposed complication of 
the Principal's duties is not warranted by the 
saving that might possibly be made to schol- 
ars at a loss to the school-fund. 

The proposition is opposed to the laws of 
trade, Which ought not to be departed from 
in any instance.

All are a 
prudent, hard-working, honest, economical, 
und money-saving people, and they have no 
disposition to lay by a dollar which may not 
be worth 50 cents next week or next year. 
They have no knowledge of and no faith in 
any money which has nota recognized and 
staple value everywhere. It is not strange, 
therefore, that such representative German 
dailies as the Volksbdiatt of Cincinrati, the 
Demokrat of Sandusky, and the Waechter am 
Brie of Cleveland, should come out in flat 
repudiation of the inflation policy. The 
Waechter am Erie commands respect and ex- 
erts an important influence among the Ger- 
mans throughout the entire State, and it is a 
serious matter for the Democratic party in 
Ohio when that journal declares that it is de- 
gering of no success in the coming cam- 
paign, and that even the mucker ” 
and temperance nuisance in the Republican 
party are preferable to the paper swindle pro- 
posed by the Democrats.

FRANK MUNBOE. 

The theatrical world, which lives in à great 
measure apart from the world of ordinary men 
and women, will learn with more than passing 
regret of the death of ove of N 
Frank of this city, Por

as any actor on the stage to-day. Few gent le- 
men connected with the theatres but knew bim 
more or less intumately. Stars visiting the city 
usually made it a point to call on Frank Munroe 
as soon as convenient. It was one of their pro- 
fessional duties to shake hands with him. and 
gossip over current events, until he be- 
came one of the solid institutions of 
the city, talked of occasionally by the great 
outside world; koown and looked upon as & 
i by that exclusive, misrepresented, and 
world of which be formed apart. He 
was not an oldman. At “8a man is not spoken 
of as & Nestor, usually, but Frank Munroe bad 
lived and grown old witha fast city, and was 
ntly credited — 8 an age which exceed- 
ed his own by a score of years. 

He came 2 Chicago from Boston in 87, and 
played ** heavy business at McVicker’s Theatre 
in the first dramatic company ever organized in 
that house. Many @ villain has he portrayed 
under Mr. McVicker’s management. The first 

he took in Chicago was Zolondo, in the 
Honeymoon, the first piece performed by 
MeVicker as manager. The star of the 
occasion was Harry Per. y, and the date 
Nov. 5, 1857. The bill of that play still bangs 
framed and glazed in Mr. McVicker’s office, a 
souvenir of that performance which was the 
first of many hundreds. Frank Harrington was 
then assistant manager of the theatre. 
Mr. Munroe played in McVicker’s Theatre for 
two seasons, and then bade farewell tothe stage. 
As an actor he ranked about with Mr. Fred 
Bock, who occupies his place at McVicker’s 
and plays the same line of parts. On leaving 
the theatre he established a piace of resort fo« 
actors known as the Green- Room, adjoining 
McVicker’s, where the profession used to gather. 
He remained here until the great fire, which 
wiped out the ‘“*Green-Room,” as it did every - 
thing else. He owned a house on 
the corner of Eldridge court and Wa- 
bash avenue, and not many weeks 
after the fire he had fitted up under it apother 
“Green-Room,” where be carried on business and 
received his professionali friends up to a short 
time before his death.

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DAVID LIVINGSTONE. 
LECTURE BY BROOKE HERFORD. 


The Rev. Brooke Herford lectured last night 
in the Church of the Messiah, corner Michigan 
avenue and Twenty-third street, on David 
Livingstone.” A large audience was present. 
and Mr. Herford succeeded in interesting them 
in a.more than ordinary degree. His treatment 
of bis subject, which has a special sttraction for 
the religious public, tended rather to illustrate 
the grand philanthropic motives of the hardy 
explorer than to present the immediate results 
of his adventurous career. The lec 


turer graphical sketched the Iabori- 
ous journeys of Dr. Livingstone, show- 
ing that the real spirit in which his explora- 
tiontz were undertaken was not so much the grat- 
ification of a traveler's passion as to open up the 
great African Continent to European trade 
commerce, and to carry the blessings of Chris- 
tianity and civilization to the comparatively un- 
known inhabitants of the country. 

The popular idea of Livingstone was that he 
was a brave and daring man, who, havi 
commenced as a missionary, graduai- 
ly got fascinated with travel aod ad- 
venture, and lost sight of his former avo- 
cation in becoming a great traveler. Mr. Herford 
enlarged upon this point, and clearly proved that 
the true spirit of the missionary was ever pres- 
ent in Liviagetone’s wanderings. The great ex- 
plorer was in reality a simple, gevuine 
man, who hated cant. and sbominated 
anythi like religious sensationalism, and 
his life-purpose was unquestionab to 
open up Africa to communication with the 
civilized world and to check slavery. In the 
course of the lecture, an interesting sketch of 
Livingstone s life was given, every incident of 
which showed the noble patare of the man, and
